PITTSBURGH, June 2—The steel 
industry got its mills back today, 
but they were producing no steel. 

Six hundred thousand members 
of the’ United Steelworkers of 
America, CIO, quit work as soon 
as they learned the Supreme Court 


had ruled against government 
seizure of the plants. 

Many workers did not wait for 
formal strike orders from union 
president, Philip Murray. They 
simply put aside their tools and 
streamed out of mills that normally 
produce 95 per cent of the country’s 
steel. Only ones who stayed behind 
were supervisors and maintenance 
men engaged in the cooling of 
blast furnaces. 

Murray got word of the eourt’s 
decision while lunching at a hotel 
across the street from his Pitts- 
burgh headquarters. He rushed to 
his office and dispatched telegrams 
to all union locals directing them 
to stop work. At the same time he 
called upon the major steel com- 
panies to renew contract negoti- 
ations on the basis of the wage 
increases and other benefits recom- 
mended by the Wage Stabilization 
Board. 

In a joint reply tonight, six of 
the largest companies said they 
were prepared to sit down with the 
union at once but bargaining would 
have to proceed in a spirit of “give 
and take’’ on both sides. 

With union leaders insisting that 
wage board proposals were not 
subject to compromise and the 
companies equally insistent that 
some concessions be made, there 
was every indication that the

MARIETTA LINES 


Council rejected a proposal to 
divert the annual $50,000 street 
maintenance payment by the At- 
lanta Transit Company to help 
pay the cost of shifting overhead 
trolley lines on downtown Marietta 
St.. N. W. The project was de- 
signed to permit loading at curb 
lines instead of mid-street. 


The new traffic measures passed 
by Council provide fines up to 
$500 and 60 days for persons fail- 
ing to answer traffic court sum- 
monses; empower the traffic court 
judge who tried a case originally 
to make recommendations for the 


'modification of a penalty imposed, 


and authorize the court to issue 
a bench warrant for those who 
fail to answer summonses. 


TRAFFIC CAPTAIN 


They also provide that a _ uni- 
formed field captain be assigned 
specifically to handle traffic on 
all three watches; order that speed 
limit signs be erected where limits 
change; ask the Atlanta Bar As- 
sociation to study traffic court 
procedures and submit recom- 
mendations for their improvement, 
and request the International As- 
sociation of Police Chiefs to survey 
traffic enforcement procedures.

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Taft-Hartley Law 
Must Be Invoked 


The Supreme Court has ruled that 
the President’s “inherent powers” do not 
include the seizure of private property— 
in this case the steel industry. 

In so ruling the court has re- 
affirmed a right which the American 
people have taken for granted—the right 
to own and manage private property 
under protection of and regulation by 
law. | 

The decision returns the steel mills 
to their private ownership. The Presi- 
dent, who has said he would abide by 
the decision of the courts, has already 
taken steps to that end. 

The CIO Steelworkers, headed by 
Philip Murray, has called another walk- 
out. It means a loss of precious tons 
of steel needed for the defense program 
and for the civilian economy. 

So what now? 

The President can use the legal means 
at his disposal to insure resumption of 
steel production while negotiations con- 
tinue—the Taft-Hartley Law. Even 
though it may be imperfect in many 
respects, the law provides an 80-day 
injunction against a strike while the 
union ‘and industry negotiate a_ set- 
tlement. 

In raising the issue of his “inherent 
powers,” President Truman started a 
controversy which could only be settled 
by the Supreme Court. A definition 
of presidential powers as a check on the 
power of the executive became manda- 
tory. The steel seizure differed from 
that of the railroads in that a specific 
congressional statute existed providing 
for the latter. 

The majority 
preme Court said: 


“The President’s power to issue 
the (seizure) order must stem either 
from an act of Congress or from 
the Constitution itself. There is no 
statute that expressly authorizes the 
President to take possession of prop- 
erty as he did here. Nor is there 
any action of Congress to which our 
attention has been directed from 
which such a power can fairly be 
implied.”

It is interesting to note that Jus- 
tices Hugo Black and Felix Frank- 
furter, two members of the court who 
often have been accused of having left- 
ist tendencies, were on the side of the 
majority. Chief Justice Vinson, termed 
a conservative, was among the three 
disenters in the 6-3 decision. 

The court ruling is in accord with 
the American system of checks and bal- 
ances. It assures us that no power— 
executive or otherwise—exceeds that of 
the constitutional rule of law. As Rob- 
ert B. Troutman, respected Atlanta at- 
torney, Says: 

“It is a victory for people who be- 
lieve that property rights in this coun- 
try are entitled to protection under the 
Constitution. We live under a govern- 
ment of laws, the basis of which is the 
Constitution, and it provides that no 
man’s property can be taken without 
due process of law and nowhere does it 
rest in the President’s power to take 
anybody’s property.” 

However, the fact remains that we 
must have steel. The President must 

‘the power he does have to promote 

settlement of the controversy—the 
Taft-Hartly Law.

Senator Robert Taft's 
Amazing Hypocrisy 


No greater piece of hypocrisy has 
been presented to the nation than that 
offered by Sen. Robert Taft in his criti- 
cism of Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, 


and his belated appeal for air power. 


That he should present his demands 
for air strength with a show of anger 
and resentment that we do not possess 
it, is an aspect of that hypocrisy which 
must rest, finally, on the conscience of 
Robert Taft. 

“We declined in air power while 
Dwight Eisenhower was chief of staff,” 
he says... and the smugness of that 
is shocking, coming as it does from a 
man who knows the truth but will not 
say it. 

Sen. Robert A. Taft is the man who, 
as senator from Ohio, the position he 
now holds, spoke for and sought to bring 
about on the floor of the Senate a dras- 
tic reduction in the defense program of 
the nation and was, in a large measure, 
successful. He was one of the school, 
Republicans and Democrats alike, who 
forced Louis Johnson, secretary of de- 


-fense, to carry out a too-substantial re- 


duction. re

opposed with great vigor the creation of 
a 70-group air force.

Also, it was Senator Taft who voted 
against the Selective Service Act and 
sought to kill it almost up to the eve of 
the attack on Pearl Harbor. He has 


tried to wreck the North Atlantic Treaty 
pact which organized the free nations of 
Europe into a defense unit. Had he 
succeeded there would not now be any 
armies of NATO. How strong the de- 
fense is, none knows. It is not as strong 
as Russia’s. But it is there. The future 
and the leadership of today and the 
years ahead will determine that. 

Many persons who admired Senator 
Taft had hoped he would change after 
the last war when he saw the terrible 
toll we had to pay in money and men 
because we.were not prepared and 
strong. But, no. He continued. Sen. 
Arthur Vandenberg had to leave him, 
as did others in his own party. 

Yet here he is—the man who helped 
bring about costly reduction of our air 
power and who voted against creating 
the 70-group Air Force, saying that we 
should have more air power and that 
General Eisenhower was chief of staff 
when the decline began.

No Democrat 
Has Ma jority 


WASHINGTON—As nearly as the picture 
can be put together at this time, it now 
appears that three candidates for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination will go to the 
party national convention at Chicago next 

saeabaieiil July 21 with a first ballot 
strerigth of approximately 
300° each. This represents, 
roughly, three-fourths of 
the delegates. Slightly 
more than’ 600 will be 
néeded to win the nomi- 
nation. 

The three avowed con- 
tenders who promise to 
show this initial strength 
are Sen. Richard B. Rus- 
sell of Georgia, Sen. Estes 
Kefau of Tennessee and Averell Harri- 
man’ of New York, head of the Mutual Se- 
curity Admmistration and a career man 
uhder past /Democratic administrations. 

Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illinois, who is 
thought to} hold White House preference for 
the nomination, is being left out of the: count 
because of his uncertain attitude. He has 
indicated that he was not a candidate but 
efforts are still on foot to have him declare 
himself available. If he should do that ul- 
timately, he would be expected to fall heir 
to most of the votes which otherwise would 
go to Mr. Harriman, so that the divisfon 
among the three leading candidates would 
be about the same. 

With that sort of prospect for the open- 
ing of the convention, the basis is offered 


for some intelligent speculation on the out- . 


come of the battle over the party prize. 

Offhand it would appear that the com- 
bined strength of Senators Russell and Ke- 
fauver would enable them to take control 
of the convention. That is probably true on 
paper. But the two Southern candidates are 
so far apart on some of the issues of the 
campaign that it is hardly conceivable that 
they could get together on a mutually accept- 
able ticket. .Nor could both of them be 
selected for places on the ticket because of 
their Southern origin. 

Convention control will therefore have to 
come through a combination of forces made 
up of either Russell or Kefauver delegates 


working in‘ conjunction with those held by © 


Harriman or, as. the case may be, Gover- 
nor Stevenson, if the latter lends himself 
to a draft movement. 

If Governor Stevenson keeps out of the 
picture, a situation quite conceivably could 
develop where neither one of the three pres- 
ent front runners could hope to gain the 
nomination. 

At the moment it appears that the role 
of kingmaker may fall the lot of either Rus- 
sell or Kefauver, depending on which of them 
plays his cards more skillfully. The Demo- 
crats have not been in a situation of this 
kind in years and it will be all the more 
interesting to see what happens.

‘Most Public Officials Are Elected 
By Plurality Instead of Majority’ 


Washington—From reading some of the 
letters in this column opposing the county 
unit system, one might think it is the only 
method that might elect public officials 
without getting a majority of the votes. 


Most cities, countief*and states elect by 
plurality laws instead of .majority. And 
there is nothing in the federal law requir- 
ing those elected to federal offices to get 
a ‘majority of votes. Any congressman, 
senator or even the president may be elected 
without a majority of the votes. Fact is, 
some presidents have been elected with less 
than half of the votes cast. When there are 
more than two candidates in a race, a can- 
didate may be elected without a majority 
of the votes in practically any actual election. 

While in some states the nomination in 
a primary is practically equivalent to elec- 
tion, there is no guarantee that one nomi- 
nated in a primary will get elected in a 
general election, for opposition as independ- 
ent may-run or some other party may run a 
candidate and defeat any nominee of the pri- 
mary. This rule. may apply to election of 
public officials to practically any office.

The Houston County Board of Tax Asseg- 
sors has just completed its annual j6b of 
trying to equalize taxes. 

There are two new members on the board 
this year, but it seems that the new four- 
man board is still afraid to set the tax 
Valuations as they should be. 


It is ridiculous to see a $100 valuation 
on furniture in a house with television, home 
freezer, refrigerator, stove, radio and a half 
dozen rooms of the usual furniture. This 
is exempt from the full valuation, but would 
be subject to the small millage designated to 
pay off school bonds. The school bonds 
could be retired in half the timevif proper 
valuations were set. 


It is still ridiculous to see a $6,500 value 
ation on.a farm that couldn't be bought for 
$150,000. 

One taxpayer made the mistake of mak- 
ing a correct and proper return as required 
by law. This taxpayer followed the law, 
itemized each piece of property. This made 
his return out of line with others in his class, 
The tax assessors saw that this wouldn’t 
do, so they arbitrarily reduced the valuation 
of the law-abiding taxpayer to conform to 
those who had not made proper returns in 
the first place. 

The only explanation for this kind of value 
ation is that the tax assessors are either 
afraid their own taxes will be too high, or 
they are controlled by the county officials . 
who appoint them. 

It seems to us that their job is to try to 
get the proper valuation on every piece of 
property in the county by comparison with 
the market value and the value of ote 
property in the same category. 

They are supposed to set a fair and pes 
valuation on each piece of property without 
regard to the Owner's political affiliation and 
influence in the community.

What effect do comic books, 
movies, radio, and television 
have on children? Rare is the 
sensible parent who does not 
wonder and worry. It would be 


nice if some Authority could 
come out flatly and say ‘Bad,”’ 
“‘Good,”’ or ‘‘No effect,’’ but as 
a matter of fact no one has the 
slightest idea. The sole reason 
is that no generation exposed to 
all four influences has yet 
grown up. 

What do the four do to chil- 
dren's grades. No one knows 
that yet either. The results of 
studies differ. 

In a New Jersey high school 
grades dropped 15 per cent 
among regular TV gapers. But 
in a Texas high school 60 per 
ceat of the pupils whose parents 
owned TV sets made _ grades 
higher than the year before. 


EFFECT ON CHARACTER 


What do they do to character? 
Do they blunt? Are the comic 
books responsible for the in- 
crease in juvenile crime? 

It- seems doubtful. The basic 
causes of delinquency are 
thought to be much deeper than 
comie book reading, although 
Psychiatrist Fredric Wertham 
believes they subtly distort hu- 
man values by showing that 
kindness, sympathy, and regard 
for human suffering are ‘all 
weaknesses, that cunning and 
shrewdness alone pay.

If you worry about TV and his 
eyes: Have him sit at least six 
feet away.if the screen is small 
and 10 feet or more if it is large. 
Don’t let him watch from the 
side. Have a soft light located 
at some distance from the set. 
Don't have the room too light or 
too dark. Have the picture in 
focus. Don’t let him watch too 
long. Have him rest his eyes 
often. Watch for danger signals: 
Watering, bloodshot eyes, head- 
ache, reports of fuzziness, sting- 
ing, or itching eyes. In this 
event, have his eyes examined. 

If you think his reading is be- 
ing wrecked, desort to the ‘“‘old 
fashioned’ method of reading 
aloud with him. 

See that he has books that are 
exciting and enjoyable. Remem- 
ber that it’s hard to learn to like 
good books, good music, good 
movies, good anything, even 
good TV programs, if they are 
not within reach. : 

There’ is no question but that 
radio, comic books, 
and movies ‘“‘keep a child quiet” 
and out of parental hair. But 
do you want artificial quiet al- 
ways? Encourage active living, 
playing, and discovering, the 
booklet suggests, and you will
